CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 22.—At 
2 


o'clock this morning the south bound 
train on tho Cincinnati Southern rail- 
road ran into a freight train in a tunnel 
a few miles south of Somerset, Ky. One 
fireman and a conductor were killed 
outright, while several others 
were 


fatally injured. To add to the horror of 
tho situation the front car of the passen- 
ger train took fire and au express mes- 
senger and postal clerk were burned 
alive. TLero were two clerks en the 
train named C. T. Doegan and J. G. 
Gayle. It is not kuowu which was the 
victim. 
Further particulars are ex-

Firemen Walsh and Gould, of Cincin- 
nati; Brakeman J. E. Montgomery. 
Injured: Engineers Piuolett and Tay- 
lor; baggagemaster, 
name unknown; 


passenger, name unknown. All of the 
injured reside at Somerset, and are be- 
ing cared for by the railroad company. 
None of them are fatally hurt. 


The accident was caused by the 


fre'ght engineer moving without orders. 
It side tracked at Sloens Valley until 
one south bound passenger passed and 
followed it, tho engineer, believing he 
could make the next track before meet 
ing tho other passenger train which was 
only a short distance behind the first 
one. When about midway the tunnel 
there was a terrible crash followed by 
tho groans of the dying and injured. 
Both eagtneb were totally demolished in 
addition to several coaches and freight 
cars. To add to the horror two of the 
coaches caught fire and Postal Clerks 
Guyle and Doegen were burned alive. 


The more fortunate passengers and 


crews turned their attention to rescu- 
ing those imprisoned in the wreck, and 
who were being consumed by the flames. 
Those taken out were removed to neigh- 
boring houses, where they were attend- 
ed 
by physicians sent out by the 


company. 
The loss to the railroad 


company will be $25,000, 


KANSAS Cnr, Oot. 22.—A collision 


between passenger trains occurred early 
this morning at the crossing of the 
Union Pacific and KocK Island railroads 
west of Armonrdale. Ono of the engi- 
neers was killed and nine passengers in- 
jured. 


The particulars aie as follows: A 


freight train had left this city ahead of 
tho Union Pacific passenger train and 
was stopped west of Armourdale on ao- 
oount of an accident to the trnoks of 
ono of the freight cars. The Union 
Pacific passenger train which followed 
close behind, was stopped and a flagman 
was sent back to warn an expected Kock 
Island east bound train which runs on 
the Union Pacific track into this city. 


Oa actxnmt of the heavy fog, the en- 


gineer of the Keck Island train did not 
sso the flagman's signal until too late to 
stop the train aud the 
locomotive 


crashed into the sleeping car, Wathena, 
of the Union Pacific train. The engine 
was a complete wreck aud the engineer 
was buried beneath the debris. The 
fireman jumped and saved his life. 
Several passengers and trainmen were 
seriously injured. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.. Oot. 22.—Late 


last night a passenger traiu on the Kan- 
sas City, Memphis nnd Birmingham 
railroad, pulled out of the depot here 
without a conductor or flagman, the en- 
gineer misunderstanding a signal. Five 
mil»s out, the engineer discovered his 
mistake and backing his train without a 
light or a man on the real of the train, 
ran into an outgoing freight train, kil- 
ling two persons and seriously injuring 
twenty othra. The killed are J. D. 
Franklin, travelling passenger agent, 
Nashville, Tenru, and John Kilrain, 
fireman on the freight train. Those 
most dangerously, injured are: Geo, 
Davis; W. F. Wagner and two daugh- 
ters; E. P. Eoser A. J. Johns; J. E. 
Owens and J. C. Fennel and Rev. H. 
G. Smith, Jaspar, Ala. Others whose 
names coald not be learned, are sup- 
posed to be fatally hurt. Engineer 
Kussell, of tho passenger trniii, is held 
responsible for the accident.

The Mother of Heltii Zetley Ke fused 


to Have Her Itody Buried. 


NEW HOLLASD, Pa., Oct. 22.~Tho 


boly of Helen Zetley still lies at her 
mother's house. The mother, so far, 
has refused to have it interred as she 
still thinks her daughter is in a trance. 
The story of Helen's life is as follows: 


At an early ago she was led astray 


and soon left her country home and 
after & short career in Lancaster, she 
went to Reading and subsequently to 
Philadelphia. In Philadelphia she met 
a young man, who prevailed upon her 
to go west with him, and he deserted 
her at Mt. Vernon. Her career there is 
told in a dispatch received Tuesday from 
the editor of tho Mt. Vornon Banner. 
Tho despatch says in July last she ar- 
rived there from Cleveland. The house 
in which she lived was raided last week 
and Helen was fined and warned that 
for the second offense she would receive 
a work house sentence. It was the first 
time she had been arrested and, feeling 
deeply tho degradation she took poison. 


The coroner's story was suicide by 


arsenical poisoning. 
It was noticed 


that her features were slightly tinged 
with color, which tho attending physi- 
cians said was the result of extravasated 
blood, usually occurring in cases of 
sudden death. This probably explains 
the trance story. 
The physicians here 


are satisfied that the conclusions of the 
Mt. ^rernon authorities are correct and 
uo autopsy will be made.

BILLS SCARCE. 


The Complaint Comes from Business 


3Ien Over the Country. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—Complaint 


comes to the treasury department from 
business men all over the country about 
the-scarcity of paper money of small 
denomination, of one and two'dol'ar 
bills, and that in consequence they have 
bseu compelled to accept and use the 
bulky and inconvenient standard silver 
dollars. The fact is that the silver fund 
balance in the treasury is very low, and 
that there is practically no silver in the 
treasury against silver certificates that 
can be issued in small denominations; 
to be exchanged for legal tender and 
gold notes, as was elone a year ago. 
Up to date $376,418,466 in standard silver 
dol'ara have been returned, of which 
amount 864,000.000, in round numbers, 
ate in circulation, and 8303,000,000 are 
held to secure that amount of silver cer- 
tificates in circulation. About 83,000,- 
000 arc held as treasury cash, leaving 
only about $200,000 against which new 
silver certificates can be issued. 


With this explanation it may be un- 


derstood exactly why small silver cer- 
tificates are not likely to be issued. 
The demand for small notes is increas- 
ing daily aud is likely to continue 
until tho holidays aie over. 
Some 


considerable 
relief, 
however, 
is 


likely to (some from the issue of 
new treasury notes iu payment for silver 
bullion. So fir the new notes have been 
issued only in denominations of ten, 
one hundred and one thousand dollars, 
but Treasurer Huston says he will be 
ready to issue the new ones and fives 
by November 1, and the dpartment will 
then begin to pay for silver bullion in 
small bills, as soon as possible. In the 
meantime it is beleived the business de- 
minds for small notes will be promptly 
met.

A FKOTKCT10X FALLACY. 


One of the most stupid fallacies of the 


protection papers is that protection has 
brought down the prices, and that the 
consumer hna no right to complain of 
the tariff because he can buy the neces- 
saries of life cheaper now than he could 
under the low revenue tariffs of over 
thirty years ago. To prove this the 
Gazette of yesterday gave & long table 
of prices of different articles as they 
were quoted in the years 1843 4 and 
compared them with those of the pres- 
ent time, and argues from it that the 
protective plan is a blessing. 


That most commodities are cheaper 


than they were thirty years ago nobody 
denies. 
Improved methods of produc- 


tion, the exercise of inventive skill and 
a dozen other causes have combined to 
produce the result, but protective tariff 
can claim but very little of the credit. 
Its design has always been and is now 
to raise the price of the home product; 
and the organ which pretends other- 
wise is either foolish or intends to de- 
ceive its readers. Whenever a protec- 
tive tariff has answered, in any degree, 
the purpose for which it was framed it 
has raised the price of the articles on 
which duties were imposed. In doing 
so it has sometimes stimulated the pro- 
duction of such articles, and the con- 
sequence has been the creation of a 
competition which has not only brought 
the prices down but ruined the busi- 
ness, It is hardly necessary to say that 
if this wero the natural or inevitable 
result of imposing duties on foreign 
products the home producers would 
never demand the imposition of such 
duties. 


The foundation stone of the protec- 


tion policy is the assumption that it will 
enable the home producer or dealer to 
get more for his product or wares than 
he could if subjected to foreign compe- 
tition; and except when he is trying to 
delude some of the "innocents," or 
those whom he believes to be such, the 
protectionist never loses sight of the 
fact, The very organs that are telling 
the people how much they have been 
benefited by the lowering of prices un- 
der protection are telling them almost 
in the same breath that they need pro- 
tection in order that they may get better 
prices. lu one column they tell the 
farmer that he is paying less for the 
necessaries of life than he did in 1860,
